J DID NOY CARE at all for Henry S. Resnik’s 
sympathetic treatment of Abbie Hoffman 
and the New Left activists. 

To describe these people as if they were 
unselfish idealists is a bit naive. Exam- 
ples of their selfishness—and self-right- 
eousness—are abundant. 

For instance, there is their tendency 
to condone (and practice) stealing from 
anyone they choose to regard as part of 
the establishment. There is their tenden- 
cy to ignore the desire for quiet on the 
part of people who are disturbed by their 
extraordinarily loud music. 

My own expericnce indicates to me that 
it is impossible to carry on even a semi- 
rational political discussion with these 
people. If you happen to disagree with 
some of their opinions, you are likely to 
be called a fascist or a racist. They seri- 
ously assert that the United States is a 
fascist country--which is no less unrea- 
sonable than Robert Welch’s assertion 
that Dwight D. Eisenhower was a con- 
scious agent of the Communist Party. If 
the New Left activists ever came into 
power in this country, they would be 
fully as ready to suppress dissent as the 
John Birch Society would be. 
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
